Approval  Given  for  Million  Dollar 
Revenue  Bonds  for  3  New  Dormitories 


Northwestern  State  College  re- 
ceived final  approval  on  a  federal 
government  housing  loan  on  De- 
cember 21  in  the  amount  of  Sl,- 
073,000.  The  money  will  be  used 
for  the  construction  of  three  dormi- 
tories, two  for  the  use  of  women 
and  one  for  men. 

U.  S.  Senator  Allen  J.  EUender 
wired  President  John  S.  Kvser  ap- 
prising him  of  the  fact  that  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agen- 
cy in  Washington  has  approved 
Northwestern's  application  to  is- 
sue revenue  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  facilities. 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
authorized  the  College  to  make  ap- 
plication for  the  loan  in  order  to 
partially  alleviate  the  housing 
shortage  on  the  campus.  The  final 
approval  of  the  application  came 
as  a  kind  of  Christmas  present  to 
the  College  as  notification  of  the 
approval  came  on  the  last  working 
day  prior  to  the  holidays. 

HOUSE  300  STUDENTS 

The  three  new  dormitories  will 
furnish  housing  for  300  students 
on  the  campus.  Each  new  dormi- 
tory will  be  constructed  to  house 
100  students.  The  dormitories  will 
be  two  stories  high  and  of  fire- 
proof brick  construction.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  facilities  for  100  stu- 
dents, each  dormitory  will  contain 
a  house  director's  apartment,  stu- 
dent lounge,  recreation  room,  two- 
way  communication  system,  dining 
facilities,  and  other  modern  facili- 
ties. 

The  new  men's  dormitory  will 
be  located  just  west  of  Caspari 
Hall  (a  men's  housing  unit),  and 
will  be  joined  to  Caspari  Hall  by 
a  student  lounge  which  will  be 
used  by  both  units. 

One  of  the  dormitories  for 
women  will  be  built  on  the  site 
presently  occupied  by  the  Home 
Economics  Practice  Cottage.  The 
other  will  be  built  just  off  Sibley 
Drive  extension  near  the  site  where 
the  new  Biology  building  is  under 
construction. 

Final  plans  for  the  structures 
are  being  rushed  to  completion  to 
permit  the  beginning  of  construc- 
tion at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Harvey  served  as  teacher 
and  principal  for  16  years  and  as 
superintendent  for  1;he  past  24 
years. 

Bradshaw,  a  native  of  Vernon 
Parish,  is  a  graduate  of  Anacoco

Demon  Basketball  Schedule  Two-Thirds 
Completed 

With  nine  games  left  on  the 
regular  schedule,  the  Demon  bas- 
ketball team  now  has  a  record  of 
eight  games  won  and  ten  lost  for 
a  percentage  of  .444. 

Starting  the  season  off  rather 
slowly,  the  Demons  lost  the  first 
three  games  of  the  season,  two  to 
Stephen  F.  Austin  (66-70  and 
49-59 ) ,  and  one  to  East  Texas 
State  (55-58).  Returning  to  their 
home  court  for  5  games  in  seven 
days,  the  Demons  put  on  a  rally 
to  defeat  Centenary  71-64.  and  two 
nights  later  evened  the  series  with 
East  Texas  State  by  dropping  them 
71-63. 

The  following  two  nights,  the 
Demons  fell  before  Southeastern 
Oklahoma  State  by  scores  of  53-66 
and  67-78,  then  took  Southwestern 
Louisiana  Institute  by  a  70-53  on- 
slaught for  the  first  Gulf  States 
Conference  game. 

Southern  State  of  Arkansas  next 
defeated  the  Demons  at  Magnolia. 
63-74. 

The  Demons  took  part  in  the 
Louisiana  Invitational  Tournament 
at  Shreveport  during  the  holidays. 
Going  into  the  tournament  with  a 
3  won.  6  lost  record,  they  were 
definitely  underdogs  and  rated 
about  seventh  or  eighth  in  an 
eight  team  tournament.  The  De- 
mons met  Hardin-Sinmions  of  Abi- 
lene as  their  first  opponent  and. 
during  the  first  half,  put  on  a 
demonstration  of  how  iiot  to  score 
points.    With  the  half  time  score  i  east  State  83-86.    This  gives  them 


reading  20-12  against  them,  the 
Demons  came  to  life  and  defeated 
Hardin-Simmons  54-39.  The  win 
moved  them  into  the  bracket 
against  Loyola.  The  Loyola-North- 
western game  was  the  most  tense 
and  spine-tingling  game  of  the 
tournament.  The  game  was  tied 
18  times  and  the  lead  changed 
hands  27  times  with  Loyola  com- 
ing out  ahead  86-83.  Incidentally. 
Loyola  won  the  tournament. 

Meeting  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity the  following  day  for  third 
place,  the  Demons  put  on  a  demon- 
stration of  fast  and  accurate  shoot- 
ing, bowling  over  L.  S.  U.  103-75. 
This  score  was  the  highest  made 
bv  any  team  in  the  tournament. 

Individual  honors  for  scoring  in 
one  game  went  to  Dick  Brown  with 
32  points  against  L.  S.  V.  with 
Jimmie  Leach  scoring  30  points  to 
tie  the  high  point  man  for  the 
tournament.  Brown  was  selected 
as  a  member  of  the  tournament 
team. 

Once  the  Demons  started  roll- 
ing, they  won  their  next  three 
games  against  North  Texas  State, 
Louisiana  College,  and  Southern 
State  of  Arkansas  by  scores  of 
60-59,  87-85.  and  96-74.  respec- 
tively. 

LOSE  THREE  CONFERENCE  GAMES 

After  their  brilliant  winning 
streak,  the  Demons  faltered  near 
the  end  of  their  next  three  games 
against  conference  foes  and  were 
defeated  by  McNeese  State  41-52, 
Louisiana  Tech  43-56,  and  North- 


a  1-3  Gulf  States  Conference  rec- 
ord which  is  the  lowest  record, 
percentage  wise,  the  Demons  have 
made  in  several  seasons. 

Top  scorer  for  the  Demons  has 
been  their  candidate  for  Little  All- 
America  honors,  Dick  Brown. 
Brown  tied  and  went  above  the 
all-time  scoring  record  of  Claude 
"Jodie"  Stoutamire  1 1,534  points), 
in  the  Louisiana  College  game. 
Since  that  time  he  has  brought 
his  total  points  to  over  1,600.  The 
rest  of  the  season  means  that  every 
time  he  scores  a  point  he  will  be 
breaking  his  own  record,  the  high- 
est individual  scoring  record  of 
any  player  on  a  Demon  team  up 
to  the  present  time. 

The  remainder  of  the  Demon 
schedule  will  be  conference  games 
with  the  exception  of  three  games 
with  Centenary.  North  Texas  State, 
and  Louisiana  College.
